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REMARKS 

Claims 1 -9 and 1 1-21 are pending in the Application. Applicant has canceled claim 10. 

1 . Examiner Hoey is thanked for courtesies extended during a telephonic interview with 
Applicant's xepresentatives, the substance of which has been incorporated into the following 
remarks. It was tentatively agreed fliat amendments to tibie claims of the scope herem» more 
clearly reciting the flap extending fiom the sleeve, clearly define over tiie cited references and 
should place the present ^plication in condition for allowance. 

2. The drawiixgs were objected to as failing to comply with 37 CJ-R. L84(p)(5)- The 
specification has been amended to remove reference to numeral "1212** and add reference to 
numeral "112/' 

3. Claim 8 was objected to because the PTO asserts that the recitation *'the pocket being 
attached to one of the flap aiad the first sleeve" is not shown in the drawings. Figure 1 shows a 
pocket attached to a sleeve. Figure 2 shows a pocket attached to a flap, and Figure 3 shows a 
pocket attached to a sleeve and a pocket attached to a flap. Therefore, a pocket being attached to 
one of a flap and a sleeve is clearly shown in the drawings. Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the objection. 

4. Claim 9 is objected to because the PTO asserts that the "substantially completely 
covered" is a inforaiality. Applicant has amended claim 9 to recite "substantially covered" 
which is intended to include completely covered. 

5. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, and 9-1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
byMoe. 
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The presently claimed inventioix is directed to a jacket includitig a body portion that 
covers aportion of a wearer's torso. The jacket further inchidcs first and sec<md sleeves through 
which the arms of tfie wearer are fitted. The first and second sleeves extend from the body 
portion, and tenninate at respective cuf& defining respective first and second openings ftrough 
which the hands of the wearer extend. Examiner Hoey is referred to Fig, 6 showing an example 
of a body portion and sleeves extending there&om, while Figs. 1-5 show the hands of the wearer 
extending through openings defined by the cuffs of the sleeves* A flap extends fix>m an outer 
surface of the first sleeve and is provided along the first sleeve. The flap is adapted to be 
positioned between open and closed positions, wherein in the closed position the fl^ constricts 
the fust opening of the first sleeve. A pocket is disposed between the flap and the first sleeve. A 
comparison of Figs* 1-4 with Fig. 5 shows an example of open and closed positions. 

Moe fails to teach a flap extending fix3m the outer surface of the first sleeve. As such, 
Moe fails to anticipate tibie presently claimed invention. Accordingly reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the 102(b) rejection is respectfully requested, as tentatively agreed. 

6. Claims 1-8 and 12-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Colfier in view of Sharrock et al. 

It appears that the PTO has reHed upon Collier for the sleeve and flap features of the 
presently claimed invention, but has acknowledged that a pocket is not disclosed in Collier, 
Accordingly, the PTO has looked to Shairock for the teaching of a pocket However, CoUier and 
Sharrock fail to teach or even remotely suggest a flap extending j&om the outer surface of a first 
sleeve as discussed during the intereview. Furthermore, the disclosure of Sharrock is limited to 
an iron-on pocket for garments coixfigured for receiving an identification card. Absent 
Applicanfs own disclosure;, the references nowhere suggest disposition of such a pocket between 
a flap and a sleeve. 

For at least the foregoing reasons. Applicants respectfully submit that the presently 
claimed invention would not have been obvious over Collier in view of Sharrock Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the §l03(a) rejections are respectfully requested. 
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7. Claims 18-21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen. 

Claim 18 is directed to a jacket including a body portion that covers a portion of a 
wearer's torso. The jacket also includes first and second sleeves through which the aims of a 
wearer are fitted extending fiom the body portion* the jBrst and second sleeves having respective 
first and second openings. A generally triangular flap has a side secured to an outer surface of 
ttie first sleeve generally parallel to a generally longitudinal axial direction of the first sleeve^ and 
a portion generally opposite die side is ad^ted to be fastened to the first sleeve. At least one 
pocket is disposed between the fl^ and the first sleeve. 

Chen teaches a glove. Claim 18 as amaided herein is directed to a jacket including a 
body portion that covers a portion of a wearer^s torso. Chen fails to teach or remotely suggest a 
jacket. 

For at least the foregoing reasons. Applicants respectfiilly submit that the presently 
claimed invention would not have been obvious over Chen. Accordingly, reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the §l03(a) rejections are respectfiilly requested. 

Applicant respectfiilly submits that the present ^plication is now in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is requested to issue a Notice of Allowance for all 
pending claims.
